Bristow Report Charges Irregu- 
aries. {0-Congres msn.

Washington, January 4.—With the as- 
sembliag of congress today after the re- 
cess, the chaplain of the house in opening 
the session of that body prayed that war

A privileged resolution offered by Mr. 
Hay, democrat, recited that certain state- 
ments ¢ontained in the Bristow postoffice 
report reflected en the membership of the 
house. it provided for an investigation 
by a committee to be. appointed by the 
speaker. .A vote on ordering the previous 
question resulted in a tie, the minority 
supporting Mr. Hay: The vote developed 
mo quorum, and: the house adjourned. 

The resignation of Mr. MeCiellan, of 
New York, was announced at the opening 
- of the session. 

Re.lections on Members. 

Mr. Hay, democrat, of Virginia, offered 
@ privileged resolution as follows: 

"Whereas, the fourth assistant post- 
master general in his report to the post- 
master general dated October 14, 1903, 
and which report has been transmitted to 
“a committee of this house, has charged 
that long-time leases for postoffice prem- 
{ses were canceled and rent increased 
upon the recommendation of influential 
representatives, and 

“Whereas, it is charged in the same 
report that ‘if a member of congresg re- 
quésted an incease in the clerk hire, al- 
lowed a postmaster, Beavers, usually 
complied regardless of fhe merits of the 
case,’ and 

‘Whereas, certain cases of an agera- 
vated character are cited on pages 133, 

134 and 135 of said report to sustain the 
e@bove charges, and 

‘“‘Whereas, on page 145 of said report, 
it is charged that members of congress 
have violated section 3739 of the Revised 
Btatutes, and ‘in face of the statute, 
Beavers has made contracts with mem- 
bers of congress for the rental of prem- 
ises either in thefr own names, the names 
of their agents or some member of their 
families,’ and 

“Whereas, these charges and others con- 
tained in said report reflect upon the in- 
tegrity of the membership of this house 
and upon individual members of this 
house. Whose names are not mentioned 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the speaker of this 
house appoint a committee, consisting of 
five members of this house, to investigate 
sald charges; that said committee have 
power to send for persons and papers to 
enforte the production of the same; to ex- 
amine witnesses under oath; to have as- 
sistance of a stenographer, and to have 

ower to sit during the sessions of the 

ouse, and to éxércise all functions neces- 
sary to a complete investigation of said 
charges, and to report the result of said 
investigation as goon as practicable.”’ 

Mr. Gardener, republican, of New Jer- 
. gey, raised a point of order contending 
that there was no specific charge against 
any member of this congress, | 

Mr. Hay contended that the resoluton 
was prvileged and he was supported by 
Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, the minority 
leader, who insisted that it was due the 
metmbership of the house that such an in- 
vestigation be made. 

Mr. Grosvenor, republican, of Ohio, ask- 
ed Mr. Hay if it would not be better to 
adopt a resolution calling on the fourth 
assistant postmaster generat for the 
names of congressmen, but Mr. Hay. in- 
‘gisted on: his resolution. 

The speaker overruled the point of or- 
der. 

Mr. Payne, republican, of New York, 
asked if it would be in order to move to 
refer the resolution to the committee on 
postoffices, but was informed that it was 
not. 

On Mr. Hay’'s motion that the previous 
question be ordered on adoption of the- 
resolution, the speaker announced the 
vote 78 to 78, no quorum. The speaker 
ordered the doors closed for a cal] of the 
house. 

Mr Payne suggested that it was doubt- 
fu] if a quorum could be obtained today, 
and on his motion, the minority leader as- 
senting, the house at 1:36 p. m. adjourned

Senator's Counsel Springs Tech- 
picality and Is Sustained 


Court Holds That There Is a Mis- 
joinder in the Conspiracy In- 
dictment—Case Will Come 
Up Today on Another 
Count. 


Omaha, Nebr., January 4.—The first 
matter brought to the attention of the 
court when Senator Deitrich appeared 
for tria] today was a demurrer filed Jate 
Saturday night, in which counsel for the 
senator attacks the sufficiency of the 


indictment charging conspiracy with 


+ Postmaster Fisher to violate sectian 1781 


of the revised statutes. ‘The demurrer 
alleges the insufficiency of law in the 
indictment; 


charge. 

This is the first technicality to he 
taken advantage of by the defense and 
General Cowin, in addition to demurring 
to the conspiracy indictment, announced 
tho wish of Senator Deitrich to go to 
trial on the indictments charging direct 
violation of the law. ‘TVhere are five 
counts in the demurred which charge: 

“First, that the first count in the in 
dictment does not sufficiently state, al- 
lege or charge crime, misdemegnor or of- 
fense of conspiracy. 

“Second, that there is a misjoinder of 
parties defendant to the indictment, 

“Third, that the first count of the in- 
dictment does not state, charge or set 
forth a crime, misdemegnor or Offense 
against defendint. 

“Fourth, that in the first count the 
pretended conspiracy is merged in the 
alleged completed act: and 

“Fifth, that Senator Deitrich is ready 
for and demands immediate trial for the 
completed offense to which he has been 
arraigned and pleaded not guilty.”

“The Atlanta chamber of commerce re- 
ceives a copy of the daily list of in- 
quirers issued by the Greater Georgia As- 
sOciation, and to these addresses the 
Atlanta literature is sent by this conm- 
mittee, through the chamber of. com- 
merce. Two editions of the Atlanta pam- 
pbhlet, aggregating [5,000 copies, have 
been. printed. The first edition of 5,000 
was distriputed early in the year, and 
the second edition of 10,000 is now going 
out. These’ two editions cost about $480. 

“To supplement this literature, your 
committee spent $250 in purchasing copies 
or the Georgia number of Harper's Weexk- 
ly, which contains a carefully prepared 
article of Atlanta and a very effective 
two-page picture by night.

Improvements of Great Val- 
ue Accomplished Last 
Year, 


-_-- mene ee meee 


Among the annual reports of standing 
committees presented to council 
the session of yesterday afternoon 
that of the committee on public improve- 
ments, of which Alderman C. H. Girar- 
deau was chairman. This committee has 
been active during the year, and at least 
started a work that will be of immenege 
value to Atlanta if the desired end is at- 
tained, 

The report of the committee follows: 

“With reference to obtaining help from 
the county commissioners in grading and 
opening thoroughfares we have accom- 
plished but little. This has not been the 
committee's fault. We found the county 
commissioners preoccupied. with the com- 
pletion of a magnificent system of road- 
wavs which lead from the city to the 
extreme border line of county ae 
several different points, 

“These roadways, viewed from the 
standpolnt of the county are not only de- 
sirable but very important. The common 
interest existing between county affairs 
and city affairs make them likewise im- 
portant to the city. 

“Tha county commissioners assure us 
that when these roadways are  com- 
pleted they will turn their attention to 
the neglected thofoughfares of the city. 
This is but right to the citizens who live 
in that section of the county known as 
Atlanta. 

“‘figreafter a very large per cent of the 
convict labor should he directed to the 
neglected thoroughfares of the city. We 
pay nine-tenths of the county’s taxes. 
We pay a higher per cent on the real vai- 
ue of property owned by us than our 
neighbors who lIive in the country. Wipe 
Atlanta from Fulton county and Fultoa 
would be numbered among the unim- 
portant counties of the state. The inter- 
ests of the city are so identified with 
those of the county that the official heads 
of both city and county should not he 
slow to co-operate with each other, and 
these burdens which are of mutual con- 
cern should be shared alike. 

“Atlanta has never put a dollar into 
waterworks, sewerage, street work, or 
public improvements of ‘any character, 
that added to her taxable values which 
did not also enrich the county. Count- 
less thousands have been put i{nto im- 
provements of this character which have 
not been shared in the past by the coun- 
ty. However, the county commissioners 
have shared in the cost of improving a 
few of our streets. 

“Commissioner Collier wlth his depart- 
ment can co but litle more than keep 
our present streets In repair. The ques- 
tion of opening thoroughfares thetween 
disconnected sections of the city, bringing 
streets to a grade, and future develop- 
ment of this character, must be done 
with our convicts or not at all. 

“It is but fair to the peonle of ATfanta 
to say that matters of this kind can 
only be reached through the county com- 
missioners. They have the convicts, 
every facility at hand.and are thoroughly 
equiped to do the work. If a matter 
of opening a thoroughfare, or grading 4 
street be not of sufficlent importance to 
command the consideration of the county 
commissioners {t must go undone. ; 

“The people of the city have made the 
county rich. Made !t possible for her to 
become possessed of the facilities at hand 
to help us, and it ig now proper that she 
aid us to further develop anq expand 
in order that she continue to {ncrease 
her income. We, the public improve- 
ment committee, recommend that the 
new council press the !mportance of ca. 
operation upon part of the county of. 
ficials.

Latest advices appear to make it a 
sure thing that Russia aad Japan will 
have to fight out their collision of in- 
terests in Korea and Manchuria. There 
is a common expectation, also, that 
“when they go to fighting quick occa- 
siong will be given for involving their 
allies, France going to the aid of Rus- 
sia and England meeting her treaty 
ebligation to Japan to reinforce her 
when attacked by more than a single 
power. After that may come the 
bloody deluge over both Asia and 
burope. 

To understand how the present sit- 
uation in the Orient has been pro- 
duced and to follow intelligently fu- 
ture events in that quarter, a sum- 
mary of the several steps from the 
Chino-Japanese war to the present 
time is necessary. 

At the conclusion of the Chino- 
Japanese war, when. the powers were 
lopping off certain valuable belong- 
ings of China, England’ taking over 
Wei-Hai-Wei, Germany seizing Kiao- 


chou and Russia occupying Port Ar- |

thur on the pretense of aiding the 
building of her railway from Harbin, 
in eastern Siberia, to that port, it fell 
to Japan to have her right to prece- 
dence of influence in Korean affairs 
iecognized. During the Boxer revo- 
lution Russia quiefly occupied the 
whole of Manchuria and began to 
make preparations for the permanent 
possession of that province.

iz: Korea. Because Russia refuses to 
answer that demand frankly’ the 
Japanese see no way to protect their 
righis than to threaten war with Rus- 
sia.

As to Street Railways. 

The situation in regard to the street rail- 
Ways is now as satisfactory as we could 
wish and as we might expect when so 
“many individuals are interested in using 
this public utility. Of course there is oc- 
easional friction, but the lines that were 
to be changed have been changed under 
the direction of the committees who have 
had control of this matter, andthe lines 
that were to be continued have been put 
on and are now being put in first-class 
condition. The city has maintained the 
right to continue some lines that the 
atreet car company wanted to discon- 
tinue. and the wish of the council] has 
peen maintained and consented to by the 
street car company without any undue 
friction, and 1 believe that the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company are giving 
to the city of Atianta the Dest service it 
has ever had. I have never appealed to 
them in behalf of our citizens for im- 
provements in service or tracks that they 
have not consented to make very readily 
when any such matter was pointed out 
for their consideraton. T do not mean by 
this to say that evervbody has been gsat- 
isfied, but I do say that we never had a 
better service and better tracks and bet- 
‘ter equipment than we have now, and it 
is the purpose of these gentlemen, so 
they assure me, to continue such !Im- 
provements as will make theirs the best 
system in the country. I believe they 
intend to carry out their promise, and 
when they do not, I shal) certainly call 
their attention to any dereliction of duty.

I shal] favor the 
exercise of the broadest liberality in in- 
ducing all others who are ready to invest 
here to come, and I shall say to them 
that they can come under just exactly the 
same regulations and be granted exactly 
the same privileges as govern existing com 
panies, asking from newcomers nothing 
more nor tess in the way of taxation 
than is required of companies already 
established. Corporations investing large 
quantities of money here will do so only 
on business principles, and no man with 
any business sense will come here if he is 
handicapped by discriminating conditions 
in the beginning. I know much has been 
said about “giving away franchises that 
may be worth millions to the city In one 
hundred years,”’ but conditions that pre- 
vail in eitiesg like Chicago and New York 
cannot be made to apply to Atlanta or 
other ecitles which have not yet attained 
their growth. In my opinion unreasgn- 
able limitations on any eompanics \ nt- 
ing to come here would but serve to 
strengthen the monopoly of those already 
entrenched. Let us, therefore, proceed on 
the basis that we are ready to receive = 
who are prepared to come, and to len 
them a helping hand toward the encour- 
agement of their inclination to invest 
their money with us.’ 
The New Passenger Depot. 

“In regard to the new passenger depot, 
alluded to in my inaugural address, I am 
happy to state that the contract has been 
made and the work has commenced on pe 
to be completed within twelve oa 
from the ¢ime it was let, and I ae 
every reason to expect that the ehan of 
some new depot will be completed beters 
the year is out—as handsome and re 
complete a union passenger station as 
any south of the Ohio river. 

The Recent Bond Issue. 

‘Council submitted to the people t# 
question of a bond issue of $400,000 on 
the 22a day of April, $250,000 of which 
was to be appropriated to sewers and 
$150,000 to the improvementof the water 
works.

bein able to spend more than $200,000 
per year, we have still $200,000 of these 
bonds in our treasury. The city council 
proceeded with caution and deiiberatéon 
toward obtaining the best possible re- 
sults out of the money to be Spent. We 
have laid 16 miles of water Mains so far 
this year, besides other expenditures for 
the improvement of the water works. 
We have under contract now for sewers 
to the city Hmits enough to take up au 
large part of the money appropriated, 
This money has been expended where it 
will do the most good for the city. You 
will be called upon during the year to 
make additional appropriation tor water 
and sewers, which, IT.am confident, will 
result in putting all the main sewers to 
the city limits, and giving many peopie 
the benefit of the water that they have 
so long been demanding of us. This 
question does not require any speciil- 
cation from me, as 1 am sure the cOm- 
miiteemen who will have charge of it 
will do as they have in past—per- 
form their duties for the good ef tiie 
Most peop Le who are in need of it. 

“You willl observe that many needed 
improvements by the various depart- 
ments of the city are suggested by the 
of these departments in thelr an- 
nual reports. Of course, we cannot carry 
our all these suggestions, of improve- 
ments made by these various depart- 
ment.s because {it will largely exceed in 
the aggregate the amounts we have for 
expenditure. JI shall expect the council 
to take up all the suggestions made by 
these departments and make such appro- 
priation as we ean afford.

“T have assured the men who are at the 
head of this improvement that, so far as 
the city council is concerned, I was sat- 
isfied they would be treated fairly and 
properly, and I[ have suggested that they 
submit to this council a detailed stute- 
ment of what they wanted, together with 
plans of improvements, and so far as the 
efty could act, we would do our duty to 
them, as well as our duty to the city. 
They have consented to do this, and it 
will be your duty to consider these ques- 
tions and act as promptly as you can to 
settle any doubts on what we will do, 
and what we cxpect them to do in car-

transportation facilities for Atlanta, and 
by the. conveniences for delivery and re- 
ceipt of freight that these roads and 
others ars now making, they will be able 
to handle our freight much cheaper than 
it has been handled in the past. There 
is no doubt of the fact in my mind that 
Atlanta has been unfairly dealt with In 
freight rates. ] have tried assiduously to 
better rates, and rates that would 
relieve us of discrimination in favor of 
other cities who have better rates than 
we have. ] beleve we will accomplish the 
result we wish when these roads are 
ready for business, On the question of 
cheaper eoal. I am sure the Louisville 
and Nashville raflroad will be able to do 
hetter than we have been dealt with in 
the past, for it wlll be the shortest line 
to a]] the T<nnesses and Kentucky mines, 
and they will have all the rolling stock 
needed to keep up our supply at all times 
of ihe year. 

“The plans and specifications covering 
all theimprovements these rouds propose, 
together with such changes as they desire 
made, ] am informed, will be submitted 
to you early in this month for your con- 
<ideration. where they can” be discussed 
and | trust an agreement can be reached 
that will be entirely fair to this city and 
the roads interested.

New Departments Criticised. 


“Three departments of our schools, 
music, physical culture and manual tra‘n- 
ing, in which it may fairly be said that 
Only beginnings have been made, have 
been subjected to adverse criticism by 
those who are not familiar with the 
school problems of today, It has been 
said that our ancestors were educated 
only in the three R’s, with none of these 
so-called ‘frills’; and therefore these 
things are superflueys and unnecessary. 
It must be remembered that those samé 
ancestors attained commercial and social 
success without railroads, telephones or 
telegraphs, which they could not do un- 
der the changed conditions of the pres- 
ent day, When tho jellyfish was the 
highest order of creation, it was all rignt 
to be a jellyfish; but when backbones 
came into fashion, it became very bad 
form to be a jellyfish. If the rest of the 
world are to be vertebrates, Atlanta must 
cultivate a spinal column, The twentieth 
century demands the opportunities for 
trained hands and cultivated bodies, as 
well as educated heads, for every child; 
and in the struggle for commercial su- 
premacy those communities that answer 
these demands in the best and fullest 
way wil) survive because they are ‘the 
fittest to survive.’ 

“The institution of a department of 
manual training in our public sehools 
two years ago marked the beginning of 
Atlanta's great industria] forces in the 
south, From the first the development 
in the grammar schools has been steady 
and the progress satisfactory. So much 
so that it was deemed wise to readjust 
the curriculum of the Boys’ High school 
in provision for it there. The city coun- 
cil, in hearty approval of the recom- 
mendation of the board of education, 
set aside $2,500 for the equipment of 
the necessary shops, etc. There are 
now in poration q wood-working room 
with twenty-five excellent cabinet- 
makers’ benches and tools, a room with 
the latest wood-working machinery, 
laths, planers, saws, ete., and iron- 
working room with the best forgers, 4n- 
vils, etc. Our Boys’ High school is now 
prepared to graduate young men pos- 
sessed of an excellent English education 
and with highly trained minds, Masters 
of handicraft, thoroughly capacitated to 
take their places as skilled operators In 
the manufactories of our country. The 
department is vet incomplete, its facili- 
ties limited and scope therefore restricted. 
Our girls should 
have the opportunities of education in 
the domestic sciences and arts, sewing, 
cooking, care of the household in its 
manifold detalls, 

The Negro Schools. 

“Our negro schools are as yet without 
any help in this line of education, From 
those attending these schools are com- 
ing the masses of our workmen and la- 
borers, Our industrial conditions re- 
quire that they should be capable of 
doing the work of their calling or trade 
in an efficient manner, This cannot be 
without the educational facilities afford- 
ed by this department, Al] around us 
we see efforts of private philanthropic 
institutions yielding gratifying results. 
But these cannot care “or all, There is 
a part that only the public schools can 
reach and edieate, Until provision is 
made for them, the city government is 
falling short of its duty to them and to 
southern industries. Manual training and 
the rudiments of the domestic arts prop- 
erly taught in the negro schools would 
be an economiea)] investment for the city, 
in the conseqtnlent saving in policemen 
and police courts, 

“While on the sudject of negro schools, 
permit me togcall your attention to their 
overcrowded ‘condition. In every negro 
schoo] each teacher teaches two sets of 
pupils, each set for one-half of a school 
day. 

“The last bond election was carried 
by a majority of only 33 votes. To my 
personal knowledge more than _ thirty- 
three negroes voted for the bonds on the 
solemn assurance that by the passage of 
bonds the negro children would receive 
more school accommodations. 

“Your attention is urged to that part 
of the superintendent’s report showing 
that probably two hundred more girls will 
apply for admission to the Gigs’ High, 
schoo] next Sept®mber than can possibly 
be seated. Of the various schools in our 
eity, the Girls’ High school comes most 
nearly to measuring up to modern fe- 
quirements. Wherever its graduates have 
rone to the highest colleges for further 
education they have invariably taken 
high rank. Last year Miss Nancy Catch- 
ing won the foreign scholarship of the 
Woman's College of Baltimore, $500, 
which is now paying her expenses at 
Rome, Italy. Its graduates are admitted 
on certificate of its principal to Vassar 
college, to the IMniversity of Chicago and 
to the Woman's College of Baltimore, and 
vet the principal and teachers of that 
ahool have personally, with paint-pot and 
brush. been forced themselves to do the 
work of painting the library and office 
of thetr building and have themselves 
with the pupils ralsed the money which 
paid for the painting of thefr auditorium. 
The library of over six thousand volumes 
and valued at $4,000, 1s entirely the 
result of unceasing effort on the part of 
faculty and pupfl and has never received 
any afd from public funds. Not more 
than $300 has ever been spent on its 
laboratory. 

New Building Needed. 

“It has required the most indomitable 
perseverance on the part of the entire 
faculty to keep this schoo! at its present 
high standard tn spite of an inadequate 
ejuipment; and notwithstanding the fact 
that its teachers, together with‘ the prin- 
cipals of the grammar school#@, are sill 
forced to submit to a cut in their salartes. 

“Money must be forthcoming to tear 
down the old building fronting on Wash- 
ington street. now aimost unserviceable, 
and to put Up some proper modern build- 
ing to supply the demands of our Girls’ 
High school. Tf Atlanta fs to stay fn the 
front we must maintain the efficiency of 
that school and we must supply accon,. 
modations for our daughters. The needs 
of this school but ifustrate the needs 
of the schools elsewhere in the city. 

“As fT am retiring from this board, Iet 
me say a few words of personal appli- 
cation and appreciation ‘Politics’ are 
unknown In the board of education. Its 
members are faithful and hardworking. 
They recognize the distinction of serving 
on the most honorable board in the clty 
government, and without emolnument or 
compensation ungrudgingly sacrifice time 
and money to the city’s welfare. They 
endeavor to operate the city schools strict- 
ly on civil service ideas, basing election 
and promotion on mer and worth. 

‘In conclusion, Atlanta’s prosperity {fn 
the future, as in the past, depends on 
the éfficlency and adequacy of its pub- 
lic schools; and good schools cost money.

BORNE ON COT 
TO COURT ROOM 


Despite Seeming Injuries 
Hanson Is Defeated by 
Railroad. 


Chicago, January 4.—After dDeing out 
for cight>en hours the jury in the $50,000 
damage suit begun by Miss Inga Hanson 
against the Chicago City Railroad Com- 
pany, returned a verdict today in favor 
or the company. The caSe has been on 
trial for two months. 

Miss Hanson alleged that while at- 
tempting to board a car her spine was 
injured with the resvit that the pressure 
of the vertebrae upon the spinal coard at- 
fected the varicus nerve centers. At one 
time, she averred, she was deaf, dumb, 
blind and paralyzed.

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COUNCIL OF 1904 
EGINS ITS WORK 


Alderman 1, 0, Longino | 
Chosen Mayor Pro. Tem 


P 
‘Mayor Howell ‘Reads His Annual 
Message and Announces New 
Standing Committees—New 
Measures Presented and 
Referred to Committees. 


The genera] council of 1903 died and 
rhe general council of 1904 was born last 
night. 

Dr. T. D. Longino, alderman from the 
séventh werd, was made hte new mayor 
pro tem. Dr. Longino is one of the ablest 
members of the general council] and has 
been for several years. He was Jast year 
‘president of the board of health, but is 
‘not a member of that body this year. 

He was not a candidate for the post- 
tion of mayor pro tem., but was given 
the place by his admirers in council, who 
were anxious to give him during the last 
year of his term of office as alderman, 
some recognition of his ability. 

Among the important measures pre- 
sented during the first session of the 
new council last evening was one by Al- 
derman Inman, of the sixth ward, which 
creates the office of chaplain of council, 
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ALDERMAN T. D. LONGINO, 
Who Was Elected Mayor Pro Tem. of 
the Counc!) of 1904 Last Night, 
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: provides that he shall be appointed by 
; the mayor and confirmed by the council; 
, tended by him. At the request of Alder- 
That he shall serve for one year and re- 
‘ceive $5 for each session of council at- 
man Inman the measure was referred to 
the ordinance committee for action. 

The last meeting of the council of 1903 
Was an adjourned session from yesterday 
afternoon. It wes to have been com- 
menced at 7:30 o'clock, but the gavel did 
not fall until 8 o’clock. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Rev. C. B: Wilmer, pastor of St. Luke 
church, having been called to order by 
Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte. 

The resignation of E. V. Carter, of the 
board of health, was received and ac- 
cepted. 

The resignation ef President Hamilton 
Douglas, of the board of education, was 
received and accepted. 

Councilman Holland presented resolu- 
tlons concerning the death of Genera] 
James Longstreet and paying high tribute 
to the deceased. 

Councilman Hynds moved to amend by 
lowering the city hall flag to half-mast 
today. As amended the resolutiuns were 
unanimoysly adopted by a rising vote. 

Councilman Stephegs moved to adjourn 
sine die. The motion was adopted. Mayor 
Pro Tem. LaHatte left the chair and 
Mayor Howel! called the general council 
of 1904 to order. 

He immediately swore in the two new 
aldermen and then the seven new coun- 
cilmen. As Alderman Harwell left the 
seat he Had occupied as councilman and 
went to his new seat on the aldermanic 
board he was greeted with applause. 

After the new members of the general 
counci] had taken the oath of olfice re- 
quired of them Mayor Howell read his 
annual meSsage, which will be found 
printed in full elseywhere in The Constitu- 
tion of this morning. 

Mayor Howell also read the committee 
appointments which will be found print- 
ed elsewhere in this issue of The Con- 
stitution. 


Dr. Longino: Elected. 

‘ The mayor asked for nominations for 
a mayor pro tem. Alderman Terry nom- 
inated Alderman T. D. Longino, M. D., 
of the seventh ward. Councilman Hol- 
Jand and Alderman Girardeau €econded 
the nomination and the election was 
unanimous. 

It was decided to postpone the election 
of a*new member of the board of educa- 
tion to succeed Hamilton Douglas, re- 
eigned. 

Mayor pro tem Longino went to the pre- 
siding chair and said after the sound of 
the gavel: 

“Gentlemen I thank you for the honor 
you have done me in electing me as 
your presiding officer and I promise 
o discharge the duties of the office tu 
the verybest of my ability.’’ 

The speech of the new mayor pro tem 
Was greeted with applause. 

The ordinance providing for the proba- 
tion system for juvenile offenders in the 
police court, which came over from the 
council of 1903, was referrred to the 
committee on ordinances. 

Petitions from residents of Pulliam 
street, Forsyth street, Pryor street, 
Woodward avenue and Formwalt 
streets, al} asking that the strects 
be repaved were referred to the 
committee on streets. 

Councilman  Breitenbutcher’s resolution 
providing for a new bridge over the rail- 
yoad tracks on Magnolia street was Tfe- 
ferred to the committee on bridges. 

Councilman Turner's resolution provid- 
ing for the construction of a new via- 
duct across the railroad tracks on Edge- 
wood avenue was referred to the com- 
mittee .on .bridges. 

Councilman Terrell’s resolution, provid- 
ing that the widow or orphans of a 
policeman killed while on duty be paid 
the salary of the deceased until the 
expiration of his term of office, was fe- 
ferred to the committee on ordinances. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session of the general 
eounec!!] of 1903 began at 3 o'clock. All 
members were present. 

The meeting was opencd with prayer 
py Rabbi David Marx, D. D., of the Jew- 
sh Temple. 

The ordinance providing for the pro- 
pation system in Atlanta for juvenile of- 
fenders in the police court, which was 
introduced by Cguncilman Key several 
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weeks ago, and which bore the favorable 
recommendation of the ordinance com- 
mittee, of which Councilman ope ab soo 
chairman, was given its second r ng 
an was, on motion of Alderman Inman, 
referred to the general council of 1904 
for action. 

No speeches were made. When re- 
quested by the representative of The 
Constitution to assign some reason for 
the postponement, Alderman Inman said 
members of council desired an opportuni- 
ty to know more of the provisions of the 
™Measure before adopting it. 

Immediately before adjournment Alder- 
man Woodward rose to a question of 
personal privileges. Before speaking he 
took from his pocket a clipping from the 
editorial page of The Athanta News of 
several] days ago, an editorial which ex- 
tolled Councilman Key and his services 
to a congiderable extent. 


Woodward Says He Did It. 

‘If this had been written by one of 
the newspaper boys,” he Said, “I would 
not have paid any attention to it, but it 
appears upon the editorial page and for 
that reason I am going to reply. 

“This editorial states that Councilman 
Key was the originator of the Peters 
street viaduct resolution, when as a mat- 
ter of fact every one knows that it was 
my idea to build that viaduct. I offered 
the original resolution and I was chair- 
man of the committee that Duilt the 
bridge. The editorial gives Councilman 
Key credit for increasing the salaries of 
the policemen, school teachers and fire- 
men. ._As a matter of fact the original 
resolution was introduced by Councilman 
Fincher. It was acted upen by council, 
and it was I who amended it when it 
reached the aldermanic board by cutting 
off the increases for the higher pald of- 
ficials. The editorial gives Councilman 
Key credit for introducing means which 
prevented the use of convict made m@2- 
terials in permanent improvements of 
Atlanta, but the editorial din ot state 
that Councilman Key. introduced the res- 
olution to award the brick contract to 
the Chattahoochee Brick VWompany when 
the first test of the ordinance came.” 

“7 did nog” interrupted Councilman 
Key. 

“That Ie my recollection,” answered 
Alderman Woodward. ‘The records will 
show.”’ 2 

“t dld not,” the councilman reiterated. 

“The records will show and I intend 
looking at them,” continued the alder- 
man. ‘Now I do not object to Council- 
man Key getting all the credit he de- 


, Serves, but I do not want him to have 
eredit for what he did not do and for 


those things that I did. That is all l 


| have to say.” 


Frank Beck Causes Laugh. 

Councilman J. Frank Beck secured the 
floor upon a question of personal privi- 
lege as soon as Alderman Woodward had 
concluded. if it is borne in mind that 
Councilman Beck has ~been notorious for 
being absent from sessions of council 
during 1903 the humor and sarcasm of 
his speech will be caught. 

“My well knoWn modesty,” he said, 
“prompts me to keep silent at this time, 
but I feel that justice to myself and 
my record demands that I speak. The 
credit for thése things that my friend, 
Mr. Woodward, has referred to, does not 
belong to him any more than it belongs 
to Councilman Key. I am the original 
originator of all these measures. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

*T may not have introduced them, but 
I certainly thought of them before Al- 
derman Woodward d?@, and I cannot per- 
mit him to cleim credit for them. I will 
say that I have been ably assisted by 
my fellow members of council, but I 
must claim the credit for having been the 
originator Of these wise measures.” 

Laughter greeted the conclusion of the 
Speech of Councilman Berk. 


“What Gre you running for, Beck?’ 
inquired Alderman Inman. 


Councilman Key Replies. 

Councilman Key secured the floor, also 
upon a question of personal privilege, 

“First, let me disclaim the au™orship 
of the article to Which Woodward has 
referred,” he began. “‘It is needless to 
say that I had nothing to do with it. It 
was doubtless written by some. kind 
friend who gave me more credit than 1 
deserved. Out of the kindness of his 
heart he has written about me and has 
possibly credited to me more than my 
measure of praise 

“As for Woodward.

Applause came from EF. Childress 
who sat with the audience, vyren this 
sentiment was expressed. : 

“We have sat here for So lo 
have heard him tell so many ies hers 
he had been the author of every measure 
for the good of this city, that Wwe are 
doubtless not surprised at this latest ex- 
pression from him. 

“But he must remember that he is now 
only one of twenty-one members. He de- 
serves his share of the praise for the 
g00d work that has been done for At- 
lanta, but no more. I fully concede to all 
twenty-one members of this body full 
credit for what he has done during tlife 
year.” 

In conclusion Councilman Key asked 
forgiveness for his trespasses as he for- 
gave those who had trespassed against 
him. 

Alderman Woodward spoke again. 

“I intended everything I s@id in the 
kindliest spirit,” he said. “I do not mean 
to take credit for everything, and J think 
Councilman Key hag put that too strong 
on me. But I have done things. I have 
been here so long that I had either to do 
something or have it said that my public 
life had been a failure. If you want to 
see who has done things, go over the 
city and look at the public permanent 
improvements. Look at the tablets and 
see whose name on them. I have 
brought measures to this council that 
must have been good ordinances, because 
council has thought enough of them to 
take hold of them and push them 
through."* 

Former Councilman Charles Barrett 
was called upon by Alderman Pierce for 
a speech. Mr. Barrett wished everybody 
a happy new year. 


Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte Thanked. 


The following resolution was introduced 
by Alderman Inman, and was unanimous- 
ly adopted by a rising vote: 

“Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council, That the thanks of the members 
of the general council for the vear (903 
be extended, and are hereby extended, to 
the Hon. M. T. LaHatte, the retiring 
mayor pro tem., for his uniform courtesy, 
patience and imparffal conduct as pre- 
siding officer for the year just eygded.”’ 

Mayor Pro Tem, LaHatte thanked the 
members of counci] for their kindness to 
him. He also thanked former Mayor 
Mims, Mayor Howell and City Attorney 
Mayson. 

The thanks of the body was, on motion 
of Councilman Holland, extended Council- 
man Courtland S, Winn for his efficient 
and valuable service as chairman of the 
sewer committee of the council of 1903, 
Councilman Winn replied very feelingly.

The vutbreak of war betweer France 
and Germany was followed by a decline 
in cotton from July, 1870, to April, 187}, 
| when the lowest prices since the civil war 
to that date—4%,c—were recorded. Again, 
thea War between Russia and Turkey it 
1877-1878 was followed by a decline in 
the price of cotton to 85yc. another low 
record. When the war between China 
and Japan occurred, the effect was to 
gTeatly curtail the export of cotton goods 
te China, and a decline in cotton follow.
